As John McKee reported earlier, we put a 470pF, 1.2uH, 1000pF, 1.2uH, 470pF 
five pole filter on my 49er and have been getting good results. Spectrum 
Analyser shows the 2cnd harmonic down over 40dB at both 9V and 12V. Nothing 
but short grass the the right of the 2cnd harmonic. Power output is: 


550mw @ 9V and 133ma xmit, 18ma rcv (53% eff.) 
1.18w @ 12V and 200ma xmit, 20ma rcv (55% eff.) 
1.46w @ 13v and 230ma xmit, 20ma rcv (49% eff.) 


So, here's something that works in practice, why "improve" it? 


Then I dug out my copy of "RF Design" and started fooling with the GPLA 
program. Two hours later, **x I think I've got the perfect 3 pole filter!!!! 
**

Hi Gang, 


Well, I am about to move to my new place which is finally ready. This is 
at the northern tip of 9V1 land and I will be located on the 11th floor of a 
12th floor building, corner unit. Problem is I don't think I will be able to 
get roof access and I want to get a decent (or semi-decent performance at 
least) with an antenna I will put up. Since my unit is the corner unit I 


have one facet of my apartment that is facing out to the NW direction. I am 
just thinking to myself about what kind of antennas would work well for me. 
Currently I am thinking of stringing up a trap dipole and extending it out 
away from the building as shown below. (Vertical/plan view)

This setup will give me a 20 degree takeoff angle to the NNW direction 
but will have the building (my apartment) in the opposite direction. It will 
be quite tricky getting this set up since the hatch window is the only 
opening on that wall and we are 11 storeys up. My concern is with the 
performance of this kind of antenna and am wondering how far away from the 
building do I need to keep the dipole. The height from the ground is no 
problem, obviously, but will the proximity to the building affect SWR and 
performance adversely? I cannot put it too far out as it will attract 
unwanted attention and will be difficult to support. 


Would I be better off with some kind of vertical? In any case it will be 
difficult for me to get any really clear space so right now my options has 
to do with antennas supported by the side of the building. Any suggestions 
will be most welcome.

UNEXPECTEDLY ACTIVE SUN AND NEW INSIGHTS INTO SOLAR PLUMES FOUND 


Initial observations by the recently launched Solar and 
Heliospheric Observatory (SOHO) spacecraft reveal unexpected 
activity on the Sun and the best views yet of the sources of 
strange, chaotic "plume" structures that extend from the 
solar poles to high altitudes within its outer atmosphere, 
or corona. 


SOHO was specifically designed to observe the Sun 
during a supposedly "quiet" period near the bottom of its 
11-year sunspot cycle, when solar disturbances are at a 
minimum and the undisturbed solar atmosphere and interior 
could best be studied. 


To the surprise and excitement of SOHO's scientific 
investigators, "movies made from SOHO ultraviolet data show 
that there is continuous motion and action everywhere on the 
Sun," said Dr. Joseph Gurman of NASA's Goddard Space Flight 
Center, Greenbelt, MD. 


Disturbances are occurring even within so-called 
"coronal holes," areas of particularly low density, low 
temperature and open magnetic field lines in the corona, 
where such disturbances were least expected. An open 
magnetic field is one in which the lines of magnetic force 
stretch out indefinitely into interplanetary space, rather 
than looping back downward onto the Sun. 


The dramatic new ultraviolet movies from SOHO also have 
revealed the source areas of the long, feathery plumes that 
extend from regions near the poles of the Sun to more than 
13 million miles into interplanetary space. The sequences 
of ultraviolet images, combined into movies by SOHO 
researchers, show the polar plumes standing in the solar 
wind, an outward streaming of electrified gas from the 
corona. The movies clearly reveal the bases of the plumes, 
never characterized before, to be seething regions of wildly 
gyrating magnetic fields and turbulent solar gases. 


"Polar plumes are a natural laboratory to explore two 
of the main objectives of the SOHO mission," explained Dr. 
Craig DeForest of Stanford University, Palo Alto, CA. These 
goals are to learn how the Sun's corona is heated to about 
3.6 million degrees Fahrenheit and why the solar wind in 
some places reaches speeds of almost two million miles per 
hour. The plume data may even shed light on the third main 
goal of SOHO, to determine what occurs below the solar 
surface to generate the strong flows and intense magnetism 
that produce solar disturbances such as sunspots and solar 
flare explosions. 


The chaotic conditions discovered by SOHO at the base 
of the polar plumes also are under analysis. Early data 
show that often the base of a plume is a bright point in the 
solar atmosphere, as seen in ultraviolet light. These 
bright points fluctuate rapidly in intensity and are at 
locations where magnetic fields are rapidly changing. 

"These magnetic changes may represent the release of 
significant amounts of energy on the Sun, and they 
contribute to the heating of the corona," said Gurman. 


A chief aim of the SOHO polar plume research is to see 
if plumes can be positively identified as the sources of 
high-speed streams of solar wind that were directly sampled 
by the European Space Agency's Ulysses spacecraft when it 
passed over the poles of the Sun in 1994 and 1995. In 
earlier work with sounding rocket experiments, DeForest 


concluded that the plumes may contain high-speed outward gas 
flows. "Now, we are trying to determine whether the plumes 
are in fact the fundamental source of the high speed 
streams," he said. 


The dramatic changes found at the foot of the polar 
plumes "appear to include the breaking open of small 
magnetic arches to form 'jets' that expel mass at coronal 
temperatures," Gurman added. Such jets have been observed 
in the X-ray portion of the spectrum by a telescope on 
Japan's Yohkoh spacecraft, "but this is the first time that 
small-scale jets have been observed outside large active 
regions on the Sun," he said. "In fact, we are seeing them 
in a coronal hole at the south pole, along with the plumes." 


Much of the new information on polar plumes and on the 
unexpected disturbances on the "quiet Sun" comes from the 
SOHO Extreme-ultraviolet Imaging Telescope (EIT). Dr. Jean- 
Pierre Delaboudiniere, of the Institut d'Astrophysique 
Spatiale, Orsay, France, is principal investigator for EIT. 
The EIT images show the portion of the plumes from their 
bases in the solar surface layer out to heights of about 
93,000 miles. At its base, a plume is about 1.5 times as 
wide as the diameter of the Earth--which is 7,928 miles. 


Other important information comes from SOHO's Michelson 
Doppler Imager (MDI), which measures underlying magnetic 
fields and gas flow patterns on the solar surface, and from 
the Large-Angle Spectroscopic Coronagraph (LASCO), which 
images the plumes as far as 30 solar radii from the surface 
of the Sun. (The radius of the Sun is about 440,000 miles.) 
Professor Philip Scherrer of Stanford University is the 
principal investigator for MDI and Dr. Guenther Brueckner 
of the Naval Research Laboratory, Washington, DC, is the 
principal investigator for LASCO. 


SOHO is on location in space near the L-1 Lagrangian 
point, where the Earth's and Sun's gravitational forces 
balance, some one million miles sunward from the Earth. 
This vantage point enables solar astronomers to observe the 
Sun continuously, with no intervening "night." 


SOHO is a project of international cooperation between 
NASA and the European Space Agency. It was launched on Dec. 
2, 1995 from the Cape Canaveral Air Force Station, FL. The 
Extreme-ultraviolet Imaging Telescope is the product of 
laboratories in France, Belgium, and the U.S. The Large- 
Angle Spectroscopic Coronagraph was fabricated at 


laboratories in the U.S., Germany, France, and the United 
Kingdom. The Michelson-Doppler Imager was produced at 
laboratories in the United States.

Problem: 


When I'm tuning in on another station to respond to a CQ, I have to tune the 


signal's tone very high on the upper side band for him to hear me and return 
my call. Here's what happens with a simple test. I transmit with my TS- 
850s and tune its signal to about 700hz on the HW-8. When I transmit with 
the HW-8, the received tone in the 850 is too low to hear. My HW-8 is 
transmitting much lower than it is hearing. 


The Fix: 


I soldered a 2 - 11 pf ceramic trimmer in place of C55 (5pf£ according to the 
schematic). The local diode and 1k resistor were OK. 


I called my elmer #3, Murray, and we established a speaker phone connection 
so we could hear each other transmit and talk. He turned on his Kenwood 870 
and narrowed the bandwidth to 50 Hz. He transmitted to me and I tuned him 
in at a nice 700 Hz tone. I then transmitted to him listening for my tone 
over the phone connection while tweaking the ceramic trimmer. My 700 Hx 
tone popped in and out of the narrow bandwidth and I adjusted it dead on. 


As a test, I got on 20 meters at about 8 PM and answered N9YVG's CQ from 
Pekin, IL. He came back immediately with a 459. 

I called CQ and VE5FF, Gerard from Lloydminister, Alberta answered with a 
569. So the tweak job is dead on. 


The trimmer is not an NPO model, so I don't know if I'm going to start to 
drift on an extended QSO. Murray should be able to check that with his 50 
Hz filter on and 10 minutes of transmission from my side. Also, the 
frequencies from the different bands don't match. If I tune the rig to 
receive 7.050, it is 3.045, 14.042 and 21.053. Good. More to tweak. 


Thanks to all who responded to my request for help. We fixed it.

Well, last night I continued working on my new LED SWR indicator and put 
the thingy in it's own enclosure instead of my original concept of 
including it into my W1FB QRP Tuner. It works great! Chuck yelled at 
me to post my info to the group instead of a reply just to him.

Someone recently suggested that for a 40M filter for the 40-9er, even 
the combination of two 10,000 pF capacitors and @.1 uH inductor would 
work. That's true, sort of, but this is one of the more extreme 
designs. Remember that posting I made about 3 element filters and 
passband ripple, where I went to ripple values as high as 3 dB? This 
one is more like 18 dB ripple! 


It's interesting to look at this one in the graphic mode of GPLA (or 
Touchstone, etc, if you have Big Bucks programs like that available). 
It shows a nice, deep and wide dip in the curve below 7 MHz, reaching 
over 18 dB at the worst; in fact, it's at least 18 dB between 3.2 and 
5.0 MHz--I suppose it makes a nice sub-harmonic filter :-) But as I 
said before, W7ZOI says we don't need to worry about passband ripple 
in a transmitting low pass filter, so this could still be acceptable. 


(There are exceptions to that rule, though. Sometimes people use a 
single filter to cover two bands, such as 12 and 10 meters, which are 
relatively close to each other; in cases like that you do have to be 


concerned with passband ripple.) 


This is a decidedly high Q filter. The insertion loss is rather 
considerable across the 40 meter band, dipping to 20% and under 
across a rather small range. Here are a few selected points-- 


7.0 2.14 dB (39%) 

7.05 1.21 dB (24% 

7.1 ©.76 dB (16% 

7.11 0.74 dB (point of lowest insertion loss) 

7.15 0.98 dB (20%) and rising continuously beyond that point 


The tradeoff that makes all of this worth your trouble is a rather 
hefty 42 dB attenuation at 14 MHz! But would someone want to use a 
filter like this? The insertion loss is a bit much, but you might be 
willing to accept it in some cases. It has at least 50 KHz width 
where the loss is 20% or less, and if you have something like an 
NE4040 with a fairly restricted tuning range, a rather narrow slot 
like that is not a major problem--a fair amount of loss but you do 
get it across a range which is adequate for the rig. Tweaking the 
values a bit would put that low point anywhere you want in the band. 


It's a lot of fun playing with filter design on the computer, but the 
proof is in the pudding and in the building, so I'm eagerly awaiting 
Alan Kauls results with the 1300/0.69/1300 filter to see how that one 
works in the real world! In the meantime, remember that all of my 
talk so far has been about bilateral filters, where the input and 
output impedances are equal, 50 ohms in this case. If you run your 
rig at a power level where the collector impedance deviates from 50 
ohms, you will affect the filter performance...and I've seen quite a 
few different power levels reported for 40-9er rigs, and each power 
level equates to a different collector impedance. (Another fun 
complication! )

Hey gang, 


Boy, does time fly when you are having fun. I last reported on my MXM-40 


kit building in early March. Then that «#$#%* good 40-9er project came 
along and I was pleasantly side-tracked and had a ball getting it to work. 
Of course, the modifications hit qrp-l and I tore my 40-9exr down and added 
several of the mods. Great fun, but it kept me from the MXM-40. Last 
week, I got back to aligning the IF section. 


Before getting my Autek antenna analyzer I had limited (read absolutely 
none) test equipment. So, one of my other diversions in Marach was that I 
built Jim Pepper's digital display frequency counter from the 1994 QRPp. 
Boy, did that help with my alignment. I put the frequency counter on test 
point #1 and aligned the if coil to read 4.455 Mhz...right on the nose. I 
then put the counter on test point two and aligned that coil to 455 Khz. 
Hey, this was too easy. The instructions say to use an external 4.000 MHz 
oscillator and "tweak" the coils for the loudest audio tone. Gee, I 
thought I'm almost done. Should have known better. Put the Autek on 4.000 
and listened up and heard NOTHING. I then spent more hours than I care to 
admit looking for a solder bridge with a magnifying glass. All the 
voltages were correct, the coils aligned perfectly. Where's the problem? 
This went on for several days. Fifteen minutes here, 30 minutes there, 
always searching for a solder bridge. Couldn't see it. Last weekend my 
daughter flew into Iowa City for a visit so I asked her to look at the 
board. Some 67 seconds (not minutes) later she looks up at me and says, 
"Dad, should all three of these connections be soldered together right 
here?" There it was, a very "noticeable" solder bridger that grounded the 
output from the product detector right before it went to the audio amp. 
AAARGH! Cleaned it up and guess what? That 4.000 Mhz signal from the 
Autek came howling through the IF amp. That brief minute that it took her 
to find the solder bridge seemed to justify her six years of college 
tuition in electrical engineering. I was estactic! Of course, a $49 eye 
exam and a new pair of glasses might have been a cheaper way to go :-) 


The next night, I wired the RF section. Found another solder bridge, 
cleaned it up and aligned the RF section by setting a 7.040 Mhz on the 
Autek and "tweaked" the coils. Attached an antenna ..... and what 
beautiful music came through the headphones. This receiver is sharp as 
sharp can be. In fact, it is almost "too" selective for everyday 
operating, but would be fantastic for contests. I have now listened 
several nights and I have yet to find two signals so close that I can't 
separate them out. That variable width IF passband system Bruce Williams 
designed is just unbelievable. It has taken a little practice to tune the 
Signals, because they tend to "pop" out of nowhere. I'll hear nothing and 
then "bang" there is a strong S9 signal. I have too tune across the band 
fairly slowly or I'll pass right over the signal. It is in and out of the 
filter bandwidth in no time at all. Of course, that could be becasue my 
motor coordination is somewhere between a raging bull elephant and a 
deranged hippopatamus. Someone with more delicate fingers may not have 
this problem. The variable cap has an 8:1 reduction so it shouldn't be a 
problem for most folks. 


One of the options Bruce designed into the kit is to use either 39pf or 
100pf caps in the Cohn filter. I used the 100pf caps and it gives a very 
"tight" and very selective filter. JI still haven't decided whether I will 
go back and insert the 39pf to give me a little broader skirt selectivity 
in the filter. I'm waiting for a contest and a lot of QRM to give it an 
acid test. 


Well, on to the transmitter section. I have to travel again this weekend 
and next week I move back to Texas so I'm not sure when I'll get the report 
out on the transmitter. 


So far my bottom line is that this receiver is almost too good to be true 
for $130 bucks (less, if you got in on the group buy). It is both 
sensitive and "extremely" selelective. The alignment is relatively easy if 
you have access to some test equipment. Don't try it without a good signal 
generator and frequency counter. A scope would have been nice, but I got 
the receiver to work just fine without one. If time permits, I'll put an 
audio clip or two out on my web page so you can "hear" how well this thing 
tunes.

The Vertical antenna will make a ball of electromagnetic radiation 
with the ground plane completing the circuit for electron flow. In a way 
being dependant on ground/earth for its' function. (Refer to the ARRL Antenna 
Book/ Handbook) 


The dipole will make a doughnut shape radiation pattern with the 
nominal 
shape being effected by proximity to ground/earth but not dependant on the 
earth. 
The Dipole doesn't rely on a ground plane because it has been turned into a 
counterpoised 
radiating element. 


Just remember, all you need is (this could be!..) motion 
(alternating current) 
through a conductor (antenna) to create a magnetic field (magnetic 
radiation)... A transmission 
of energy has happened! 


There is an ideal height depending upon freq. that will effect the 
feedpoint

>6. Page 8, Step 2: This is in error, in my opinion. If you expect the tuner to 
>work/look the same on the front panel as a commerical tuner, You want the 
>inductor switch to start at the 9:00 o'clock position (tap 1, NO inductance) 
>with small changes in inductance, ie., three turn taps, and end up with larger 
>degrees of change, as you turn the knob CW, at the final switch positions at 
>maximum inductance. This means lug 1, not lug 12, is connected to the capacitor 
>frames. The 4" bus wire is ALREADY soldered to Lug one, so just shape it right, 
>and connect & solder to the wire between the two caps. you just installed in 
>Step 1. (You already fixed lug 12 in # 5, above). 


Bob and gang, 


Lug one being connected to one end of the inductor and the connection 
between the tuning caps, there will indeed be no inductance in the 
circuit, but there will also be a short to ground when the switch is 
in position 1. Or did I miss something here? 


I've been wondering if lug 1 should perhaps rather be left 
unconnected. I left the bottom of the inductor open, so then there 
would be no inductance, only two tuning caps in series with the load.

P.S. I tried to tune my dipole of 39 meter total length with 20 meter 
600 Ohms open line feeder with the SLT using the balun on 80 m. That 
didn't work. Same thing on 40 m works OK, as far as I can see that is. 
On 40 m the dipole is a high impedance and at a half wave further down 
the line it would still be a high impedance. On 80 the dipole is low 
impedance and the quarter wave makes it too high. With a Johnson type 
tuner the antenna can be tuned on 80, too. It's just that that tuner 
is 6 times as big as the SLT ;-(
